(CHAPTER 389) 


ACTS OF ters. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO OFFICIAL SEALS AND CERTIFICATES. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


SECTION 1. The city of Boston shall provide for use by the registrar of births, deaths and marriages of 
said city an official seal, and said registrar shall attest all certificates from records in his custody with said seal. 


SECTION 2. Every town shall provide for the use of its town clerk an official seal, bearing the name of 
the town and the date of its incorporation, and of such general design as may be approved by the Selectmen 
thereof. 

SECTION 3. Said registrar and every city and town clerk, when furnishing a copy of any record of births, 
deaths or marriages in his charge, shall furnish the same under the official seal of the city or town, as the case 
may be. 


SECTION 4. This act shall take effect on the first day of January in the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
nine. [Approved April 29, 1898. 


In accordance with the provisions of the above act, the Selectmen of the town of Wilming- 
ton, Mass., authorized Mr. Arthur Thomas Bond to prepare a suitable design. Without delay he 
complied, and March 16th, 1899, submitted for their approval an enlarged copy of seal as shown 
below. It was approved on March 20th, 1899. 

The design represents in the foreground an old tree of historic interest which has stood for 
several generations near the North Wilmington Station, known as the ‘* Whitefield Elm.“ 

In the background, on the left, is shown the ancient house on the << Esq. Eames place”; on 


the right are shown modern buildings, with the depot in the distance.

No. WILMINGTON, MASS., 
July 5, 1900. 

Tonight, the so called ‘+Whitefteld 
Elm” bas been cut down as it had be- 
come unsafe for the passer-by. The 
tree measured 16ft. in circumference, 
at the point of cutting—2 ft. above the 
ground. 

Considerable sentiment attached to 
this giaut elm—it having stood for 
nearly if not quite 170 years. It was 
probably planted by Capt. Ebenezer 
Jones, an early settler, who erected the 
old house now standing on the opposite 
side of the road, and near and just 
south of the No. Wilmington station of 
the B. & M. R. R., and who was killed 
in the French and Indian War, at the 
invasion of Canada. 

Tradition has it that under or near 
this tree, about 1760, George White- 
field, the eminent English divine, hav- 
ing been refused the opportunity and 
courtesy of the pulpit, addressed an 
out-of-door congregation of Wilmington 
people. 

A good representation of the old elm 
is incorporated in the recently-adopted 
Town Seal of Wilmington.
